The name “America” was accepted by other scholar 
immediately and remained on the maps, though Waldsee 
mueller himself abandoned it later in his own works, when 
he had found out that Columbus and not Vespucci was thx 
discoverer of America. But the mistake was made onc« 
and could not be corrected. Columbus died in 1506 in 
greatest obscurity, and outside of Spain hardly anybod) 
knew at the time of death anything about his discovery 


Vespucci, however, published in 1507 an account of hi: 
discovery, and this was the reason why Waldseemuelle: 
regarded him erroneously as the discoverer of the nev | 
continent. 

The Spaniards and Portuguese gave to almost all new! 
discovered coasts and islands of America names of saints 


whose feasts were celebrated in the Catholic Church on | 


the day of their discovery itself, or thereabout. The nam 
of America, however, did not originate in this way. |! 
was coined in honor of its reputed discoverer, Vespucci, 
whose Christian name Amerigo was changed inte 
America. 

Up to the 18th century the Christian name of a person 
was always selected in naming a country, district or towr 
after distinguished persons. Maryland named afte. 
the Catholic Queen Henrietta Mary, of England. Caro 
lina after King Charles Il, of England. Louisiana after 
King Louis XIV, of France. And in this way America 
took its origin from the Christian name of Vespucci and 
not of his family.

A Protestant historian, Henry Charles, ad- 
vanced the theory that Vespucci was named Amerigo af- 
ter King Balduin or Amalrich of Jerusalem, who had inti- 
mate relations with the Vespucci family. It is true that 
this Amalrich when writing to his Italian friends calls 
himself Amerigo, using the Italianized form of his Ger- 
man name. But it is not true that the name Amerigo was 
unknown before King Amalrich’s time. Every Catholic 
likewise knows that in the Middle age children did not 
receive any profane names, but only saints’ names. There- 
fore. King Balduin or Amalrich was given a Catholic 
saint's name in baptism. 

Yet we have a better explanation of the German name 
Emmerich or Emeric or Emery. St. Emery’s mother was 
the sister of the German emperor, St. Henry. Emmerich 
is but another form of the German Heinrich.

1034 years old country, could not lose 
her fame here, even if she had never sent a single immi 
grant to America. Her music, her dances, her paintings, 
her paprika, nay her gulyas, became international pets 


Her full-night legitimate plays, the number of which has 
jumped past the 100 mark in the last 20 years in New 
York alone, have won high reputation for that ancient 
country amongst many millions of Americans do 
not even know that Hunyady Janos not merely the 
name of an aperient spring water, the name of 
noteworthy Christian hero 

Or, going back into past centuries, of his 
tory will complacentiy admit that it was Hungary which 
repeatedly saved Europe's civilization from ruin; first 
from eastern orthodoxy 900 years ago, then from Asiatic 
Tartarism 700 years ago, afterwards from 
danism 500 years ago, and last 
shevism just about ten short years ago! 

Yet, few Americans know that the beginning of Chris- 
tianity in Hungary is founded on a remarkable rock of 
saints and saintly leaders. 

Her first king, Stephen, became a saint, all 
the kings ever canonized by Rome. His teacher, Adalbert, 
the first Bishop of Prague in Bohemia, wears the halo of 
the saints. The wife of Stephen, Gizella, was 
Their son, Emery, the first amongst all the crown pri 
was canonized together with his royal father, 
years after his death. The uncle of Emery, 
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but not least——from Bol. 
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of Blessed Gizella, Henry II, head of the Holy German 
Empire, was a saint. The tutor of both of them, Wolf 
gang, Bishop of Ratisbonne, became a saint. The instruc- 


tor of St. Emery, Gerardus by name, a Benedictine Abbot 
from Venice, is known as a sainted martyr to his Faith 

We don’t know much about St. Stephen's daughter, 
Hedwig, except that she became the wife of Edmund, 
King of England, before the invasion of the Normans 
We do not bank on the fact, either, that Hungary 
many as 35 national saints, amongat them 12 
Stephen's royal family alone, including Ladislas, one of 
the first and greatest knights of Catholic manhood, and 
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St. Elizabeth, the sweetest heavenly patron of wives and 
mothers and of the destitute poor. 
We restrict our narrative to the life of St. Emery, 


whose character, however, could not be fully appreciated, 
unless we gave a general outline of the earliest part of 
the history of Hungarians as immigrants into Europe 

In the year 889, a strange group of immigrants, about 
a million strong, appears at the north-eastern corner of 
the Carpathian mountains. Sturdy, muscular, short-built, 
broad-chested and daring people. Experts in bareback 
riding, they are still the best horseback riders in Europe. 

They left their former home in Asia, beyond the Caspi- 


an Sea, near Persia. We do not cali it their ancient home, 


nor their original home. The very fact, on the one hand,

Irrespective of the question, however, whether ei: 
Hungarians are an Asiatic race or not, they surely were @ 
tough crowd, in the Christian meaning of the word, 

It took them seven short years to conquer the half a - 
dozen varieties of inhabitants and to occupy the whole - 
beautiful valley surrounded by the Carpathian mountains 
and the Alps. But, it took them 100 long years to change 
their paganistic practices, to give up their inimical in- 
vasions into the neighboring countries, to subdue thelr 
heads and their hearts to the soothing influence of Chris- 
tianity, to study agriculture and trade from Catholic mis- 
sionaries, and thus to become civilized. 

However, once Christianized, they became the rampart 
and the bulwark of modern Europe. 

But it is another story. 

The restless, sanguinic temperament of the pagan Hun- 
garians, their frequent unfriendly visits into Germany, 
Bohemia, France and Italy, were the origin of the very 
name of Hungarian. For, although 400 years elapsed be- 
tween the extirpation of the race of the Huns, whose last 
king Atilla, has a very notorious fame in history, yet 
some revengeful historians began to nickname the new 
invaders Hungarians, instead of calling them Magyars. 

Europe, at that time, was by no means the territory 
of peace and brotherly love, in spite of her recent convers- 
ion to Christianity. It would be tedious to enumerate 
how frequently first and second class wars and squabbles 
have followed one another. The enormous Frankish em- 
pire, dissolving itself into France, Germany and Lom- 
bardy on the one hand, the invading Normans subduing 
the Anglo-Saxons and the Welsh, the Danes bothering 
new Germany, Italy and Russia on the other hand, do by 
no means paint a respectable picture before the eyes of 
the reader of history. 

Greece, ancient, classical, but treacherous Greece, 
throwing away obedience to the Pope, fought Rome tooth 
and nail. 

The followers of Mahammed suppressed Christianity 
all over northern Africa, invaded Spain and threatened 
the rest of Christian Europe.

St. Wolfgang who, before, 
spent much time in Hungary as one of the missionaries, 
sent him another saintly man, in the person of Adalbert, 
the first Bishop of Prague.

St. Stephen, Father of St. Emeric 


Saint Stephen, father of Saint Emeric, was the first 
king of Hungary. He was born at Gran in 977 and be- 
cause his mother, Sarloth, had been assured by Saint 
Stephen, the protomartyr, in a dream that she would bear 
a son who would carry out the work she and her husband 
had begun, and abolish idolatry in their nation, he was 
named Stephen. He was educated by St. Adalbert and 
Theodotus, an Italian count of singular piety. These two 
holy men by their example and instruction instilled into 
St. Stephen a great love for God and for His religion. 

In 997 Geysa, father of St. Stephen, died, and his son 
took the reins of government in his hands. From the very 
first day of his reign he sought to establish peace with 
other nations and to abolish idolatry in his own country. 
Frequently St. Stephen performed the work of a mission- 
ary. He often accompanied his. priests and exhorted his 
people to open their eyes to the divine truth. He met 
with much opposition, however, as many of his people 
took up arms against him in the defense of idolatry, and 
having Count Zegzard at their head attacked the forces 
of St. Stephen. 

The holy saint prepared for battle by spiritual works of 
mercy and sacrifice. He sought the intercession and help 
of St. Martin and St. George and, though outnumbered in 
forces, his army was able to overthrow the invaders and 
kill their leader. In thanksgiving for his victory St. Step- 
hen built near the site of the battle a great monastery in 
honor of St. Martin. He then invited into his dominions 
many holy priests and religious men, who by their exemp- 
lary lives and zealous preachings, sowed the seeds of 
Faith and civilized that savage nation. 

His subjects pressed him to assume the title of King, 
and in the year 1000 their request was granted. His 
Holiness Sylvester II through his ambassador Astric pre- 
sented him with a rich crown together with a cross, 
granting by special privilege, that it should be carried 
before him in his armies, The same prelate who had 
brought the crown from Rome anointed and crowned 
him First King of Hungary. 

St, Stephen then by a public act and with great devo- 
tion placed all his dominions under the special patronage 
of the Blessed Virgin, and implored her powerful inter- 
cession for obtaining the Divine blessing upon all of his 
subjects. 

St. Stephen chose as his primary end the honor and 
glory of God and of His Church on this earth and abolish- 
ed many barbarous and superstitious customs derived 
from the ancients, and by severe punishments suppressed 
blasphemy, murder, theft, adultery and other public 
crimes. To put a stop to incontinence and idolatry he 
commanded all persons to marry except religious and 
churchmen, and forbade all marriages of Christians with 
idolatoers. He was the especial friend of all of his people 
and a benefactor of the poor, whom he believed Christ 
substituted and recommended to us in His place and right. 
His repeated heroic and virtuous acts sanctified his en- 
tire life and made it one uninterrupted sacrifice to God. 

His influence over his children caused them to follow 
in the footsteps of their father and showed in the virtu- 
ous courses they pursued. St. Emeric, the eldest son, in 
his youth was so fervent that he early became the admira- 
tion of Christendom. His father trained him not only 
in the perfect practice of piety, but ulso formed in him 
the art of government. The young prince, however, was 
called to his reward before the death of his father. 

St. Stephen formed a code of laws which to this day 
is the basis of the laws of Hungary. He forbade on pain 
of severe punishment all public crimes and insisted that 
honor and respect be paid to all holy and religious things. 

Seeing that his life was drawing to a close St. Stephen 
summoned his nobles, and recommended to them the 
choice of a successor, obedience to the Holy See and the 
practice of Christian piety. He then again commended 
his kingdom to the patronage of the Blessed Virgin, and 
after having received the last sacraments died happily 
on the Feast of the Assumption of Our Lady, August 15, 
1038. 

His sacred remains were honored with miracles and 
he was canonized by Pope Benedict IX. Pope Innocent 
XI appointed his festival on September 2. In Hungary 
his chief festival is kept on August 20, the day of the 
translation of his relics. 


St. Elizabeth of Hungary 


St. Elizabeth of Hungary, daughter of King Andrew 
Il. was born in 1207. About the same time a son, Lewis, 
was born to the wife of Herman, landgrave of Thuringia 
and Hesse. The prince, through ambassadors to the court 
of Andrew LI, obtained a promise that Elizabeth would 
be given to his son in marriage. To secure the effect of 
this engagement Elizabeth at the age of four years was 
sent to Herman’s couft to be raised under the care of 
virtuous ladies. Five years later Herman died and Lewis 
became landgrave. 

Elizabeth early in life became instilled with a great 
love for God and put devotion to Him before al! else. She 
had little time for worldly pleasures and no room for 
creatures in her heart. She prayed fervently and seemed 
to know of no other use for money than to give it to the 
poor. Even in her recreations and studies she learned to 
practise frequent humiliations and self-denials. She was 
educated with Agnes, sister to the young landgrave, and 
on their first appearance together at church they were 
dressed alike, and wore coronets set with jewels. On en- 
tering the House of God St. Elizabeth remeved her cor- 


onet. When questiqned cinotrntig hee action eke teplied 
that she could not bear to appear with jewels on her head 
when she saw the head of Christ crowned with thorns. 
As a result of such pious actions Elizabeth was made to 
suffer the contempt of her fellow members of the court. 

The saint was in her fourteenth year when Lewis, the 
young landgrave, returned home after having pursued 
his education. When he was presented at court it was 
found that his most outstanding quality was his love of 
piety. The eminent virtue of Elizabeth gave him the 
highest esteem for her person. Within a short time he 
solemnized his marriage vow with her, and the clouds 
which had so long hung over her head were at once dis- 
persed. . 

Throughout her life St. Elizabeth devoted her time to 
works of charity, mortification and prayer. She attended 
the poor and the sick personally and cheerfully washed 
and cleansed the most filthy sores, and waited on those 
who were infected with the most loathsome diseases. Her 
alms seemed at all times to have no bounds, a fact in 
which the good landgrave rejoiced and gave her full 
liberty. 

St. Elizabeth bore three children, one of whom became 
a nun and died abbess of Aldemburg. 


Lewis died in 1227 while taking part in the Holy War. 
Thus deprived of his company and loving care St. Eliza- 
beth confined herself to solitude and shunned the world 
and its vanities. Envy and jealousy broke out among the 
members of the court and an uprising resulted. Honry, 
the younger brother of Lewis, got posseasion of the court 
by force, and turned Elizabeth out of the castle without 
means to provide for the necessities of nature. In time 
she recovered her position in court but allowed Henry to 
rule provided that her son succeed him at his death. 
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St, Elizabeth died on November 19, 1281, at the age of 

24 years. Pope Gregory IX, after a long and mature dis. 
cussion, performed the ceremony of her canonization on 
_Whrit-Sunday in the year 1236, four years after her death.

of true Christianity and of Europe's western civilization. 
St. Emery, born in 1007, soon became the worthy son of 
a worthy father. In his 8th year, divine guidance 
brought a providentia! visitor to Hungary, in the person 
of St. Gerard, an Italian Benedictine Abbot from Venice. 
This zealous monk happened to be a pupil of the so-called 
Clugny school. The abbacy of Clagny in Southern France 
was at that time the center of healthy reform amongst 
the religious. 

The highly accomplished St. Gerard became and for 
eight consecutive years remained the private tutor of St. 
Emery. Thus this young crown prince gained the advan- 
tage of practical Christian education! Under the tutelage 
of such a dignified master, he soon became conversant 
with the Latin as well as with the modern Européan ian- 
guages, and in music. His education, however, 
was by no means effeminate. For he was brought up a 
healthy youngster, indulgingtin all the noble sports of his 
age, amongst them hunting, which, unfortunately, _ be- 
came his undoing at the end. 

Historians relate that this young man would never miss 
his daily visits to the Blessed Sacrament. His tender love 
to his blessed mother was touching, indeed. He would 
often accompany her to a far-away convent in the flour- 
ishing city of Veszprem where she was wont to help the 
nuns to prepare artistic church vestments, one of which, 
a richly embroidered cope, after 900 years of use, can 
still be seen in the coronation church of Budapest. 

During one of these visits, an eventful incident happen- 
ed in the convent chapel. In the wee hours of the night, 
the athletic St. Emery made a vow of perpetual virginity, 
binding his page who accompanied him, not to divulge 
this secret. 

Two years later he married Helen, daughter of the 
king of Poland, a young lady also determined to remain 
virgin. The fact that this young couple faithfully kept the 
vow of virginity during a married life of four years dura- 
tion. and the truth that St. Emery thus became the first 
spiritual flower of a recently converted nation, lends to 
the memory of St. Emery a unique charm and exceptional! 
distinction, the like of which can hardly be found in the 
previous history of mankind. 

St. Stephen, the aging father, heavily burdened with 
the care of governing an unruly race, finally decided to 
turn the crown and title to his worthy son. The whole | 
nation hailed this decision with joy. Great were the pre- | 
parations for a solemn coronation to be held on the second 
dav of Setpember, 1031. Divine wisdom, however, pre- 
pared another, an imperishable crown for this 24 years 
old prince. Eight days before the coronation ceremonies, 
St. Emery, while on a hunting trip with his cousin, 
Henry, the Third under that name amongst Ger- 
many'’s emperors, was dangerously wounded by a wild 
and subsequently died a few days later. The many 
thousand Hungarians, assembled to rejoice in the corona- 
tion festivities, had to attend, on that same day, the 
funeral of their beloved prince. 

Space is too limited to narrate some of the miracles 
wrought on the day as well as after the funeral of this 
virgin saint. Suffice it to say that his saintly widow, who 
one week later followed him into eternity, and his page 
both gave authentic testimony of St. Emery’s vow of 
virginity. 

His popularity grew as centuries went by. He became 
the patron saint of the youth of Europe, under the name 
of Sanctus Americus or Emericus. Here is an interesting 
proof to this: 

When in 1451 Amerigo Vespucci was born, his father, 
a noble lawyer of similar name in Florence, Italy, is said 
to have deliberately chosen St. Emery to be the heavenly 
patron of this, his third son, calling him Amerigo with an 
Italian twist. 

It is remarkable how people change the spelling and 
the sound of words and names, borrowed from other lan- 
guages. The English does not have'an exclusive patent to 
do so. The very name of Emery is the transformation 
from Henry. Henry, as we’ve heard, was the brother-in- 
law of St. Stephen. Naturally, his name was given to the 
new born babe. The Hungarians changed Henry to Imre, 
or the Latin Henricus, Hemmericus into the easier sound 
of Emericus. So Hungary, or, if you please, Germany 
may be considered the name-giver to the great country 
of America. This is true so much the more as it happened 
to be that a German geographist made the first sugges- 
tion to ners ceding tin Pauper pera

n conclusion, let me say the first of Hungary 
was a saint. The sconartenbio'denerch, ere laws and 
his writings addressed to his son became the strongest 
foundation for a democratic monarchy in Europe. The 
result of his teachings, his missionary work, his deeds 
and his lofty example was his own first born child, 
Emery, also a saint. 

Here we have one of the most charming proofs of what 
true Catholicity can do. A saintly family, the first in Ris- 
tory among all the royal families, and especially the 
saintly offspring, carrying the light of correct living be- 
fore a whole naton, its fathers, mothers, wives, and es- 
pecially its golden youth. 

No wonder that Hungary was destined to remain the 
banner bearer of Christianity for over 900 years. No 
wonder that that ancient country began to celebrate the 
Holy Year of St. Emery’s 900th anniversary in the month 
of May, inviting practically the whole Catholic world to 
rejoice with her, and to ask God’s grace for the beginning 
of a second and more successful MILLENNIUM.

St. Emery may be merely one among the shining spirit- 
ual stars in heaven. But the fact that his glamor has not 
diminished in the last nine centuries, is not an insignifi- 
cant proof amongst many other proofs that the Hungar- 
ian race is grateful, and that the Catholic Church does 
never forget her great men.

Nine hundred years ago, Emeric, the sainted hope of 
his father, Stephen I. and of his country, Hungary, 
passed on from the ranks of the living. Since the time of 
Job, no human plans had been so crossed by Divine Provi- 
dence and all was well. The apostolic Stephen lost an only 
son and heir, Hungary a king, but Heaven gained a virgin 
saint. 

All Christendom this year joins with Hungary in cele- 
brating the 9th centenary of the death of St. Emeric. The 
Holy Father has declared a time of jubilee for that Cath- 
olic country. Magyars the world over, stricken in spirit 
by war’s misfortunes, have taken a new hold on them- 
selves and now rise to new heights to do proper honor to 
one of their blood. Pilgrimages are planned and carried 
out that take thousands back to the land of their fore- ~ 
bearers and many hundreds of notables of all! races, join 
with them in sympathetic understanding. 

It is of particular interest, that the Americas of the 
western hemisphere bear the name of this sainted jubilar- 
ian, Emeric. Amerigo Vespucci, Italian navigator of the 
15th century, after whom the Americas were named, re- 
ceived St. Emeric in baptism as his patron saint. 

Hungary, while not commonly known as the land of 
saints, is justly proud of her many heroes of extraordin- 
ary virtue. St. Stephen and St. Emeric, father and son, 
head the list.

St. Ladislaus, also of the House of Arpad, joins this 
saintly group. Following close upon him, Blessed Mar- 
garet enters the ranks of contemplative virgins. St. Eliza- 
beth. beloved of: all and model of Christian charity, is 
Hungary's particular pride. 

Her children grace not only her own altars, but have 
numbers to challenge those of other nations. Such are the 
Saints Kunigunda, Klodvig, Hedvig and Jolantha.
